Former St. Louis county As- 
Francis H. Kennedy an- 
nounced today his candidacy for 
the Democratic nomination for 
supervisor of the county. 

In the primary campaign next 
year he will oppose County Su- 
pervisor James H. J. McNary, 
who announced last Saturday he 
would be a candidate for a sec- 
ond term. 

Kennedy, an attorney and real 
estate dealer, was elected asses- 
sor in 1956, and was re-elected 
last year. However, county vot- 
ers adopted, at the same elec- 
tion in 1960, a charter amend- 
ment creating the new county 
department of revenue and abol- 
ishing the elective office of 
assessor 

Kennedy then took the civil 
service examination for the new 
appointive position of assessor. 
Although he received the high- 
est grade he was not appointed 
to the job 

In an interview, Kennedy said 
he is in favor of proposed coun- 
ty charter amendments provid- 
ing for a $1 equalization tax 
for county schools and addition- 
al powers for the County Coun- 
cil 

He pledged ‘‘a good honest and 
courageous government — one 


that will lead and not be led— 


one that will be dedicated to 
keeping St. Louis county pros- 
perous and beautiful—a good 


place to live, work and play.” 

As assessor, Kennedy directed 
the reassessment of county real 
estate in accordance with a 
directive from the State Tax 
Commission, He was criticized 
sharply by some Democratic 
factional leaders in the county, 
with whom he feuded, for re- 
assessing property at 33.3 per 
cent of actual worth, instead of 
the 30 per cent required by the 
state commission.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 13 (AP) 
— Abraham Ribicoff, Secretary 
of Health, Education and Wel- 
faré, arguing for a_ tightened 
drug licensing law, urged Con- 
gress today ‘“‘to give American 
men, women, and children the 
same protection we have been 


giving hogs, sheep and cattle 
since 1913.” 

Ribicoff made the statement at 
hearings by the Senate anti4rust 
subcommittee on a bill to require 
that manufacturers prove the 
effectiveness of drugs, as well as 
their safety, before they can be 
marketed for medicines. 

“The plain fact is,” Ribicoff 
said, “that until we are allowed 
to require that a drug be proved 
effective before it is marketed, 
‘we must say to the American 
people: A hog is protected 
_against worthless drugs, but you 
are not.” 

He explained that the virus- 
serum-toxin act of 1913 forbids 
sale of worthless biologicals for 
the treatment of domestic ani- 
mals and provides for production 
licenses to assure compliance 
at the sources. 

No Similar Authroity. 


“No similar authority exists 
with respect to drugs for human 
consumption,’ Ribicoff said. He 
pointed out that under present 
law the Food and Drug Admini- 
stration can require proof only 
of safety before allowing a new 
drug to be marketed. “Even if 
the FDA has reason to believe 
that the new drug is not effective 
for the purposes calimed, it must 
approve the new drug application 
once the rekuirements of safety

RIO DE JANEIRO, Sept. 13— 
The mystery of the resignation 
of President Janio Quadros has 
been clarified considerably by 
the testimony of key actors in 
the drama that shook Brazil to 
its political foundations. 

As pieced together from the 
statements of various persons 
who were close to the President, | 
there are abundant indications 
that Quadros resigned Aug. 24 
from a combination of his tem- | 
peramental instability and a 
gross miscalculation of the ef- 
fect that his resignation would 
have on Congress, on the mili- 
tary and on public opinion. 

Political sources that were 
close to Quadros agree that he 
had developed an obsession about | 
his relations with the Brazilian | 
Congress. Both houses were con- 
trolled by forces that had op) 
posed his presidential candidacy. 

Sought Exceptional Powers. 

Victorino Freire, a leader of | 
the Social Democratic party, | 
said that the day before Quad- 
ros resigned the President had | 
insisted at a private meeting that | 
he needed exceptional powers, | 
“like those of De Gaulle,” to) 
carry forward his economic and 
social program. | 

“You can forget about being | 
a De Gaulle here because the 
Brazilian Congress will never | 
give you such powers,” Senator | 
Freire said he told Quadros. 

In the nearly seven months he 
held office, Quadros remained 
aloof from Congress. He did lit- 
tle to seek a congressional base | 
for his program to stabilize | 
Brazil’s inflation-ridden finances, | 
to promote land reform and 
primary education, and reduce | 
bureaucracy by an administre- | 
tive reorganization of the gov- 
ernment to cut deficits.

Over the weekend, Arthur B. | 
Homer, chairman of Bethlehem 
Steel Co., told the President by 
letter that his company is leav- | 
ing itself free this year to raise | 
prices if it feels such increases | 
are needed. 


As for inflation, Homer, who | 
heads the nation’s second larg- 
est producer, told the President 
that steel prices alone cannot 
be held responsible for inflation. 
No single industry has the pow- | 
er. by itself to halt inflation if 
other forces “contributing to in- | 
flation” are allowed to go un- 
checked, he said. 

These forces, Homer’s letter 
indicated, are labor unions and 
their continuing demands for 
higher pay for their members. 


SNAG NUMBER TWO ap- 
peared in connection with the 
President’s implied promise to 
the steel industry leaders that, 
if they went along with his re- 
quest to forego price increases 
next month, he would apply 
equal pressure to the union to

The new supplemental unem- 
ployment benefit system written 
by Reuther and General Motors | 
is an improvement of the “‘guar- 
anteed annual wage” program 
which Reuther initiated and 
wrote into auto contracts in 1955.

The President relied on a 
study of steel company profits 
by his Council of Economic Ad- 
visers Which said the producers’ 
profits for the fourth quarter 
could run at an annual rate of 
74 per cent to 15 per cent of 
book value of their outstanding 
shares, even if higher wages 
were not offset by increased 
prices. Book value, as defined 
by the council, means “original 


‘investment plus retained earn- 


ings, less depreciation.”

Reading for Conservatives 


The present interest in conserva- 
tism in the United States, demon- 
strated by the two recent letters in 
the Post-Dispatch, leads me to wish 
that some of the conservatives would 
analyze their position a little more 
carefully, and be rather more mind- 
ful of the tradition which they claim 
to represent. 

Conservative statements which I 
have seen offer little more than the 
assertion that any break from nine- 
teenth century laissez-faire liberal- 
ism immediately leads to oppressive 
“‘statism.’’ This is given as manifest 
truth; there is left no appeal. 

In my opinion a limited amount 
of reading could point up many of 
the preposterous foundations upon 
which the present conservative tra- 
dition rests, and could demonstrate 
just how unworkable the conserva- 
tive (old liberal) system is when 
carried to its logical conclusions. 

I should recommend a perusa! of 
Herbert Spencer's “The Man Ver- 
sus the State’’ as a start. Then per- 
haps a look at John Stuart Mill's 
“Socialism,”” read in conjunction 
with his essay “‘On Liberty,’”’ would 

help promote understanding of the 
movement from negative libertari- 
anism to positive liberalism—would 
point out that a believer in indi- 
vidual freedom finally indorsed «a 
number of socialist ideas. 

There are many more volumes 
which the interested person would 
wish to consult. | suggest these 
three only to show the conservative 
tradition at its dogmatic and static 
worst (Spencer) and at its intellec- 
tually honest best (Mill). Spencer 
claims that his views are absolutely 
(“manifestly”) true. Mill is not so 
dogmatically sure of himself; nor is 
his system at the end of his life the 
same ag it was in his younger 
years. 

I ask conservatives to read a 
little. Is the truth so cut-and-dried 
as Spencer and the modern Ameri- 
can conservatives make it out to 
be? I think that it is not.

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Fight for Freer Trade 


A further manifestation of the growing 
movement to restrict foreign trade is Senate 
procrastination on confirming President Ken- 
nedy’s nominee for a vacancy on the United 
States Tariff Commission. Apparently this 
reflects a behind-the-scenes battle between 
protectionists and advocates of @ liberal trade 
policy, a struggle that has been going on be- 
neath the surface for a long time but which 
has been increasing in intensity. 

The reason is that as Europe recovered 
from the effects of the war and as many un- 
derdeveloped countries increased their eco- 
nomic strength with United States help, there 
has been more competition with American 
industries. One result has been a growing in- 
clination on the part of Southerners anxious 
to protect their textile industry to vote with 
isolationist Republicans; historically the 
Southerners have been a bulwark of United 
States internationalism, It is significant that 
12 of 13 Demotratie Senators who voted 
against the long-range feature of foreign aid 
were from the South. 


The principal function of the Tariff Com- 
mission is to hear the appeals of industries 
that claim injury by imports of competing for- 
eign goods, and to recommend to the Presi- 
dent whether he should grant a measure of 
protection by curbs on imports. Two months 
ago President Kennedy nominated Ben Dorf- 
man, the commission’s chief economist, for a 
position on the six-member agency. The Sen- 
ate Finance Committee scheduled hearings, 
but then canceled them without explanation. 
Protectionist lobbyists are reported to have 
another candidate for the post, and to be ad- 
vocating the appointment of Glenn Sutton, 
already a commission member, as chairman. 
Mr. Sutton is a former economics professor 
at the University of Georgia. 

This is part of a general movement which 
is likely to crystallize in opposition to a re- 
newal of the Reciprocal Trade Agreements 
Act, a cornerstone of American foreign poli- 
cy, which expires in June. President Kenne- 
dy expects a fight and is reported to plan 
the appointment of a special White House co- 
ordinator to pull together the Administra- 
tion’s recommendations and rally the necessary 
political support behind them. Mr. Kennedy 
may propose early next year an extension of 
the act for five years or more; additional and 
more flexible presidential authority to reduce 
United States tariffs in return for concessions 
by other countries; and a program of federal 
aids to industries and workers seriously in- 
jured by foreign competition. 

The chances for obtaining this program ap- 
pear remote at present, and Mr. Kennedy 
may compromise on his requests. The last 
extension was for four years, the longest 
granted up to that time. The protectionists 
have been waging a steady campaign for the 
last six months, mainly in behalf of the tex- 
tile industry, which, with the apparel indus- 
try. employs some two million workers. Com- 
petition from Japan and Hong Kong, and 
other “low wage” countries, has been increas- 
ingly worrisome. The industry has been ad- 
vocating a fixed quota system, which is anti- 
thetical to a free trade policy.

The fact is, as the Committee for a National 
Trade Policy points out, that foreign trade has 
become “an integral part of our national life, 
affecting vital national interests of the United 
States at home and abroad.” This being so, 
trade policy should be a national and not a 
sectional policy and the welfare of the coun- 
try as a whole should not be sacrificed to the 
interests of one portion of the economy. Nor 
should one portion of the economy be made 
to suffer unduly because of the general wel- 
fare. This can and should be balanced by 
means of a domestic program. The alterna- 
tive is some sort of state trading agency, for 
the United States must participate in interna- 
tional commerce. 

Figures released by the committee show 
that exports of American products have in- 
creased from about 10 billion dollars in 1950 
to 20 billions in 1960, a higher rate of increase 
than was recorded by the domestic economy. 
More than four and a half million workers 
owe their jobs to international trade. New 
economic groupings of nations, such as the 
European Common Market, may well require 
changes in American trading policies. And 
that is an argument for greater flexibility in 
presidential powers. Changes. should look 
toward more trade, not less. Now less than 
ever can the United States hide behind a 
tariff wall. 


East Berlin Preview 


In calling upon Western authorities hence- 
forth to deal with the East German Commu- 
nists on all matters pertaining to East Berlin, 
the Soviets have given @ preview of what can 
be expected if they sign a peaée treaty with 
the East Germans, as Khrushchev has repeat: 
edly said he will do. When the treaty is 
signed, the Soviets will call upon Western au- 
thorities to deal with the East Germans on 
all matters pertaining to access to West Ber- 
lin. And what will we say then? 

We can “reject” the Soviet demand, just as 
we now’reject the demand as applied to East 
Berlin affairs. We can say that we continue 
to hold the Russians responsible for protect- 
ing our access to West Berlin. But will these 
statements have much real effect? If the 
East German authorities, “as a result of a 
peace treaty, are in actual control of the ac- 
cess routes to West Berlin, the practical al- 
ternatives open to us will be either to negoti- 
ate with them a guarantee of our access rights, 
or to continue crossing East German territory 
without any guaranteed right to do so. 

Suppose we took the second alternative, in 
order to avoid giving de facto recognition to 
East Germany, . And suppose something hap- 
pened to interfere with traffic between West 
Germany and West Berlin. This might not be 
anything so crude as a military blockade. It 
could-be no more than a bridge closed for “re- 
pairs.” What would we do then? We could 
“hold the Russians responsible,” but this 
would be talk. Certainly it would make no 
sense to take military action against Russia; 
the Russians legally would be out of East 
Germany, .and we could hardly use force to 
bring them back. It would be extremely dan- 
gerous to take military action against East 
Germany, for we would in that case be the 
aggressor and the Russians as an ally could 
respond with force, ; 

So all the probabilities are that we would 
do nothing until we ‘were ready to swallow 
our pride and negotiate with the East Ger- 
mans for guaranteed access to Berlin. Thus 
in the end we would give “de facto” recogni- 
tion to the East Germans, like it or not. We 
would wind up doing what we had resolutely 


“stood firm” against doing in the first place. 

If this is the likely prospect of foreseeable 
events, would it not be wise to think about 
some better way of protecting our rights in 
Berlin? Negotiations with the Russians could 
provide a better way. They might bring us 
enforceable guarantees from both the East 
Germans and the Russians in exchange for 
de facto recognition of the division of Ger- 
many. In view of the alternative, would that 
be such a bad deal for us?

—no doubt are hoping that somewhere in the 
party there will be unearthed at least one 
first-class alternative to Mr. McNary. Such a 
candidate should have the stature of A. Clif- 
ford Jones, the Republican Mr. McNary s0 
narrowly defeated in 1958. 


Former County Assessor Francis H. Kenne- 
dy, whose office was abolished in the Reve- 
nue Department reorganization, has an- 
nounced he will oppose Mr. McNary, and we 
hope other Democrats show an interest in 
giving Mr. McNary a run for his money. Mr. 
Kennedy carried out the important and diffi- 
cult parcel-by-parcel property revaluation pro- 
gram with fairness and efficiency in the face 
of pressure from important figures in the 
party for delay. His leadership abilities re- 
main to be tested. 

The McNary record of leadership is narrow 
and largely negative. Apart from his support 
of Bi-State operation of a metropolitan transit 
system, which we applaud, the Supervisor has 
been found wanting on a number of counts. 
He co-operated in the killing of public housing 
in the county. He vetoed the fluoridation 
bill. He did his best to keep tolls on Jeffer- 
son Barracks bridge. He raised no voice 
against creation of the absurd Village of 
Champ. Until recently he made no effort to 
stand up to the plan wreckers on the Demo- 
cratic-dominated Council. Indeed he person- 
ally approved 37 of 38 rezoning measures 
rammed through the Council against the ad- 
vice of the Planning Commission. He was 
late and ineffective in providing leadership 
for the county’s legislative needs. He backed 
the politicians’ spurious plan for “reform” of 
the creaking tax-collecting machinery, which 
the voters sensibly defeated, and then opposed 
the citizens committee’s plan for a genuine 
reform, which the people adopted anyway. 

To say that Mr. McNary has provided the 
Republicans with more than a few tempting 
targets is putting it mildly. And if the Re- 
publicans can persuade one or two top-flight 
candidates to enter their primary, even the 
township professionals on the Democratic side 
may find it prudent to be on the lookout for 
an alternative to Mr. McNary. 


1980 Ahead of Time 


The Missouri State Highway Department 
has produced the ultimate argument for com- 
pletion of St. Louis expressways simply by 
opening one. In the first 40 days of its exist- 
ence, one section of the Mark Twain Express- 
way had more traffic than was predicted for 
it by 1980. The department hastens to ex- 
plain that the 1980 estimate was based on the 
assumption that the Twain route would then 
be part of an expressway network, But an- 
other way of putting this is to say that if St. 
Louis works hard to build the Ozark Express- 
way and complete others now planned, by 
1980 traffic on the Mark Twain should not be 
much heavier than it is right now. St. Louis 
is building highways not just for the future 
but to catch up with the past and keep abreast 
of the present. 


Saved from the Hurricane 


Hurricane Carla began as a small area of 
warm, rising air in the equatorial Atlantic. 
The air lifted thousands of tons of water into 
the atmosphere and then hurled it back 
in torrential rains, As the air rushed up- 
ward, more air was sucked in to take its place 
in the big pump. The Weather Bureau’s me- 
teorologists, with such new marvels as elec- 


tronic plotters that draw hemispheric weather | 
maps faster and more accurately than human” 


hands, and Tirog III, the orbiting weather-eye 
satellite, soon spotted Carla. The word went 
out. The watch was kept. Unknown numbers 
of lives were saved. 

Many hours before Carla was to strike hard 
along the Gulf Coast, more than 300,000 per- 
sons from Texas and Louisiana had been evac- 
uated to safety. Small tornadoes which accom- 
panied Carla took most of the 15 lives lost. 
Yet in power and magnitude, Carla is rated by 
the Weather Bureau as one of the eight most 
intensive storms to sweep the Texas coast. 
Carla stands in contrast with the Galveston 
storm that took 6000 lives in 1900 and the 
Corpus Christi hurricane that killed several 
hundred persons in 1919, Even as recently 
as 1955, a hurricane labeled Diane killed 184 
persons on our Eastern seaboard and de- 
stroyed more property than any other hurri- 
cane to hit this nation. .A year ago, Donna be- 
came the first storm in-Weather Bureau his- 
tory to hit every state on the Atlantic sea- 
board at full hurricane strength. It took 
25 lives. 

Tiros III, which has spotted typhoons form- 
ing in the Pacific and tracked Debbie, Betsy 
and Carla in the Atlantic, offers hope for in- 
creasing speed and accuracy in the hurricane 
watch. Seven or eight of the satellites would 
be able, meteorologists say, to maintain a con- 
stant weather watch over the whole earth, 


Appeal for Refugees 

It is a little surprising to learn that nearly 
8000 Cuban refugees from the Castro regime 
have been resettled in 47 states, Puerto Rico 
and the District of Columbia, But that is 
hardly a start on the problem, Secretary of 
Health, Education and Welfare Ribicoff esti- 
mates that 50,000 refugees remain in Florida, 
that their numbers are increasing at the rate 
of 1500 a week and that thousands more will 
be coming. 

Mr. Ribicoff has appealed to employers 
throughout the country to avail themselves of 
the skills possessed by the refugees. Many 
of these persons are skilled professional and 
clerical workers, who can well become assets 
to the United States. Furthermore, word of 
their fortunes inevitably will get back to Cuba 
and will be a symbol of hope to other Cubans. 
There are also, of course, the humanitarian 
aspects of Secretary Ribicoff’s appeal, and the 
response of Americans is likely to be generous.

A Brilliant Attorney, Arthur Goldberg, Also Seeks to Hear ‘the Other Side’

WASHINGTON. 

In 1959 when Arthur J. Goldberg, now 
the Secretary of Labor, was arguing the 
case of the United Steel Workers union 
before the Supreme Court in a dispute 
over the Taft-Hartley injunction, a fed- 
eral attorney leaned over and whis- 
pered to a colleague, “It’s a good thing 
the Government has the best issue here 
because the union has the best lawyer.” 

After the court had allowed the in- 
junction to stand and Goldberg was de- 
feated a steel company lawyer came 
up to him and said, 
“Of course you 
were all wrong, but 
you argued it bril-

With two secretaries, Goldberg went 
to the hospital, helped the friend get 
his personal affairs in order and drew 
up a will, 

As he Jeft the room, Goldberg mis- 
chieviously said, ‘‘Don't worry, kid. I 
seem to draw up a lot of wills for my 
friends, but they never get probated.” 

The friend recovered. 

Goldberg had hardly been sworn in 
as a Cabinet member when he rushed 
off to New York to settle a crippling 
harbor strike. A few months later his 
efforts ended a paralyzing airline 
strike. Then he was off again to bring 
peace to a maritime dispute in New 


York to which the Taft-Hartley injune- : 


tion was subsequently applied. 

These’ incidents well epitomize the 
character and talents of the Secretary 
of Labor—a brilliant legal mind, a 

ssionate human being and a 
skillful and persuasive labor mediator. 

Why did Goldberg, the last of eight 
children of a Russian immigrant fam- 
ily, who grew up on the West Side of 
Chicago; give up a labor law practice 
reportedly worth $100,000 a year to 
take a $25,000 job in the Cabinet with 
its political hazards and headaches? 

As he leaned forward in his chair in 
the walnut-paneled office in the Labor

Department, Goldberg explained that 
‘I was not anxious for this job. Not 
that I did not feel it an honor to be 
invited into the Cabinet. But I won- 
dered if having me as Secretary of 
Labor would be good for the President, 
I had been representing labor in one 
way or another virtually all my life. 
I thought a neutral man might be 
better.” 

' At this point it is pertinent to point 
out that organized labor was decidedly 
cool. to the idea of Goldberg as Secre- 
tary. He had been chief architect of 
the merged federation, had drafted the 
ethical practices code and at the time 
was serving as general counsel for the 
Steel] Workers, and special counsel of 
the AFL-CIO. 

Several old line leaders in the build- 
ing trades were opposed to Goldberg 
and his name was not even on the 
list of five submitted to Mr. Kennedy 
by George Meany, president of the 
AFL-CIO as men acceptable to labor. 

By this time Mr. Kennedy became 
fed up with fabor’s wrangling and de- 
cided to appoint Goldberg whether the 
federation agreed or not. 

“Look,”’ the President said to Gold- 
berg on the telephone, ‘‘come on down 
here and be sworn in.” 

This was a difficult period for Gold- 

berg. 
“How can you turn down e Presi- 
dent?” he asked. “I can’t believe 
that any person would say ‘no’ when 
he is asked to enter public service.”

In the 
calculation of risks it seems too 
venturesome. 


Hard Decision. 


The President will now have 
to decide whether his objective 
in the coming negotiations is 
merely to keep open the access 
routes—or whether he will try for 
a wider objective—not only for 
the physical freedom of West 
Berlin but for dignity and 
prosperity. This is a hard and 
complicated decision 

If he concentrates on the nar- 
row objective, he can probably 
achieve it by standing firm on 
the decision to resist if the access 
routes are closed. But the Allied 
rignts of access must be recon 
firmed in some kind of contract 
The Soviet price for a _ recon- 
firmation of the rights of access 
will now have to be explored 

Assuming the best, that the 
price is moderate and honorable, 
the outcome will leave West Ber- 
lin free. But after the action of 
Aug. 13, Berlin, however free, 
will be a doomed and dying city 
To keep West Berlin not only 
free but alive and flourishing it 
will have to be given a significant 
and attractive function to per- 
form in the years to come.

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DIES; EX-GOVERNOR 


Only One Ever to Serve 
Two Full Terms — Was 
Senator 20 Years.

LEBANON, Mo., Sept. 13 
Funeral services for former Gov. 
Phil M. Donnelly, who died last 
night at his home, wil! be at 2 


p.m. tomorrow at First Christian 
Church in Lebanon. Burial will 
be in City Cemetery. 

Mr. Donnelly, 70 years old, 
was the only person to be elect- 
ed to two full four-year terms 
as Governor of Missouri, He had 
suffered a stroke last May and 
had been confined to a hospital. 
He returned home and became 
ill again last Sunday. 


He was first elected Missouri's 
chief executive in 1944, after 
having served 22 years in the 
Legislature, 20 of them as a 
Senator. He was ineligible under 
the Missouri Constitution from 
succeeding himself, but came 
back to win re-election to a 
second full term as Governor 
in 1952 

Gov. John M. Dalton said Mr 
Donnelly ‘“‘was an outstanding 
Missourian and one of the 
state's great Governors.’ 

Former Gov. James | 
who succeeded Mr. Donnelly in 
1957, called him “a great man 
and an outstanding public ser\ 
ant.” Former Gov Forrest 
Smith,..who served between Mr 
Donnelly’s two .terms, praised 
him as “one of Missouri's great 
statesmen.’ 

Tributes to Mr. Donnelly were 
also voiced by two other former 
Missouri Governors, Lloyd C. 
Stark of Eolia and Forrest C 
Donnell of St. Louis

but conservative, Democrat. His 
first term as Governor was

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Il. The government threatened 
to withhold runds due the state, 
but Gov. Donnelly refused to 
give in and a settlement was 
reached suStaining the Gover- 
nor’s position. 

He took issue also with fed- 
eral officials on flood control 
plans, withholding state consent 
for construction of high dams 
on the Osage and Grand rivers 

Another major controversy oc- 
curred in 1948 when Don 
nelly fired all six members of 
the State Board of Training 
Schools after they refused to 
resign.

“hard, demanding, co-operative - 
labor to rebuild modern civil- 
ization.

“IT IS QUITE CLEAR the 
Russians are doing more than 
we are in creating a defense. 
I have heard they have good 
shelters for at least a fraction 


of their population. They are not | 


in fine shape, but they are ahead 
of us. 


“With a system of defense, and 
organization, we could win a 
war. By showing we are pre- 
pared, we could avoid it.” 

Soviet resumption of nuclear 
testing is frightening, he says. 
For it could mean the Soviets 
have been testing new weapons 
secretly underground in the last 
two or three years and have 
decided to make open tests sim- 
ply to answer some final ques- 
tions. 

The Soviets knew open testing 
would force or irritate the United 
States into more testing, and 
arouse adverse opinion. But an 
edge won through secret testing 
could mean “‘they are so far 
ahead in weaponry they don't 
care what we do.” 

Teller says that “if we don’t 
prepare, 100,000,000 Americans 
could die in the first days of an 
all-our nuclear war. More than 


, 30,000,000 more copld die from 
Starvation and disease. The 


United States would cease to 


exist.” 


“But I firmly believe that 90 


per cent of our population could 


be saved. It means 20,000,000 
would die, and this is terrible 
to contemplate, but why not try 
to give 9% per cent a decent 
chance for survival?” 


NUCLEAR WAR “would be 
one of the most horrible imagi- 
nable, and everything should be 
done to prevent it.” 

But, he adds, he is dismayed 
by ‘those who say that a nuclear 
war necessarily means the end of 
everything. The fear of radiation 
is much greater than it deserves 
to be. It is not true that radia 
tion, even from an all-out war, 
would destroy all forms of life 

“And it is simply not true that 
if war came, everything is hope- 
less. We can prepare 

“One-third of our people would 
not even be in danger, because 
they don't live near targets the 
bombs hit. 

“One-third could be protected 


| well enough by fallout shelters. 


“One-third would be in trou- 


ble, but they could have a 70 


per cent chance of survival, if 
given decent shelters.”’ 

Teller has not built a shelter 
for himself. 

He said he had considered the 
question carefully on a personal 
basis and decided as a proponent 
of civil defense to work for com 
munity shelters in a crowded 
area such as his home town of 
Berkeley, Calif. Community ac- 
tion can proyide more and better 
shelters which could be reached 
quickly by a greater number of

ADMINISTRATION SOURCES 
say that such moves, which, in

STEEL PRICE HIKE 
STILL HELD LIKELY 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 13 (UPT) 
—The steel industry estimated 
today that the Oct. 1 wage in- 
crease for steel workers will 
cost more than $28,000,000 in the 
last three months of this year. 


The figures, compiled by the 
American Iron & Steel Institute, 
could be used to defend any 
price increases that steel firms 
may put in effect after the wage 
boost. The institute said the 
wage rise will cost nearly 14 
cents a man hour. 

President Kennedy has asked 
the steel industry to hold the 
line on prices to avoid the threat 
of a new inflationary spiral. 

Mr. Kennedy's Council of Eco- 
nomic Advisers said steel firms 
could make reasonable profits 
without boosting prices because 
of greater output and increased 
productivity 

Industry however, 
have said the odds still favor a 
price increase around the first of 
next month 

The new wage cost figures ap- 
peared certain to stir up contro- 
versy between. the industry and 
the United Steelworkers Union. 

Union President David McDon- 
ald has argued that unit labor 
costs—the amount spent on labor 
for each ton of steel produced— 
have been declining steadily de- 
spite higher pay. 

A high Administration official 
disputed the institute's 14-cent 
estimate and saia the increased 
hourly costs to the companies 
would be between 9 and 10 cents. 

The wage calculations were 
made by the Iron & Steel Insti- 
tute, voice of the industry, in re- 
sponse to an inquiry from United 
Press International. Under the 
labor contract, wages will go up 
7 cents an hour for all workers 
Oct. 1 with an additional one 
tenth of one per cent increment 
—a skill differential—for each 
pay rise 

Average cost of the increment 
increase will add another seven 
tenths of one cent an hour to 
the wage bill, the institute said. 
It figured that the indirect cost 
of the wage increase—impact on 
incentive pay, vacation and holi- 
day pay, overtime and other 
rates—would bring the added 
cost to just above 10 cents an 
hour

NEW YORK, Sept. 13. 
WHILE DRIVING IN ONTARIO recently (to see a superb 
performance of “‘Love’s Labour’s Lost’’) I felt it my duty to 
denounce the boorishness of New York manners, Circum- 
stances have made that impossible, as will presently appear. 

But first things first. 
Canadian manners are civil 
and friendly, like English 
manners from which they 
derive. And English man- 
ners, in turn, are so 
pleasant that an American 
in England has difficulty in 
knowing when he is being 
insulted. 

In the Niagara region of 
Ontario, everyone behaves 
as though everyone else 
had an equal right to be 
there. The manners are 
communal. Although the 
Canadian immigration offi- 
cer at the Peace Bridge 
receives hundreds of tour- 
ists every tour of duty, he 
says “‘good afternoon” as 
if he had all the time in 
the world, and he author- 
izes entrance into the free 
commonwealth of Canada with amiability and dispatch. The 
sense of freedom he imparts is exhilarating.

Every year when I drive along the river to Niagara 
Falls I am impressed by the grace with which this 
Canadian park is administered, It does not seem to be 
administered at all. It seems almost private. The 
winding road provides a beautiful drive through wood- 
lands and between lawns. On Sundays along the lower 
stretches of the river the park is full of holiday people, 
picnicking, swimming and boating—all in a mood of 
contentment and leisure. There must be thousands of 
people in that area, but it never seems to be crowded. 
Nor controlled. The police are either invisible or 
absent; and the area is not disfigured by a rash of 
angry signs. 


At the Falls the traffic on foot as well as in cars is 
ominous. It is a day-long traffic jam. Excited by the thunder- 
ing spectacle of Niagara, most of the people in cars are look- 
ing for a vacant parking space, Most of those on foot are 
wriggling through traffic to get nearer the Falls. The situation 
looks alarming. But patience solves problems that would defeat 
squads of policemen. For no one is in a hurry and no one 
insists on his rights. Nor does anyone seem to be irritated when 
a parked car backs at right angles through both lanes of traffic 
and slowly swings into the procession. Canadians believe that 
those who have parked are entitled to unpark whenever they 
wish. 

At the first opening beyond the Refectory, which is a 
charming restaurant, you can even make a left turn without 
sending for the police. Since I regard left turns as only a little 
less hazardous than nuclear bombs, I am grateful fo the 
obliging people who have repeatedly let me through without 
indicating that they regarded me as a felon. 


After four days of feeling that I was not imposing 
on anybody being alive, I started home in a mood of 
anticipatory indignation. But America disarmed me. 
At the Buffalo end of the Peace Bridge, the immigra- 

‘tion officer was cordial, We had to commit the un- 
_pardonable crime of interrupting the even flow of 
traffic by getting customs clearance for a set of dishes. 
No trouble at all. After leading us to a convenient park- 
ing area, the customs officer took personal charge of 
the inscrutable manifest, and also sent his regards to 
Broadway, which he misses. Everything was peachy. 


Back in New York City, 440 miles farther on, there was, as 
usual, no place to park in front of our apartment house. This 
situation frequently incites riofs: But when we double-parked 
long enough to unpack the car, no one screamed or leaned on 
his horn. The foreman at the garage was in his usual happy 
frame of mind. At the grill where I stopped for a cheese 
sandwich, the bartender sauntered into the backroom to 
inquire: ‘“‘Do you think you are going to be comfortable read- 
ing a newspaper in this dim light?” At the subway change 
booth I asked for six tokens. ““You can have as many as 
you want,” said the attendant cheerfully, Shoving the six 
toward me he added: “Will these be satisfactory, sir?” Not a 
growl or a scream anywhere in the state. 

Circumstances have made it temporarily impossible for 
me to denounce the boorish manners of New York.

Here is a case which shows 
how easy it is to fall into an 
error. South was in three no- 
trump and West led the king of 
spades. Declarer ducked prop 
erly enough, and West, paying 
heed to East’s discouraging three, 
shifted to the 10 of diamonds. 

South won the ace, cashed 
the king of hearts, led a club 
to the king, cashed the ace of 
hearts, and returned a club to 
the ace. When West showed out, 
declarer led another club, and 
though he was then able to es- 
tablish an additional club trick 
after the spade return from East, 
he wound up going down one. He 
made, all told, a spade, two 
hearts, two diamonds and three 
clubs. 

Of course, he would have made 
the hand if the clubs had been 
divided 3-2, as they would be in 
most deals, but his line of play 
was nevertheless incorrect. South 
should have taken an altogether 
different tack—one that would 
have guaranteed the contract 
beyond doubt. 

Ducking the king of spades was 
certainly proper, and winning the 
diamond return was fine too, but 
then Scuth should have focused 
his attention on hearts, not clubs. 

All he had to do was lead the 
king of hearts at trick three, 
overtake it with the ace, and 
then force out the queen to es- 
tablish the suit. This would as- 
sure him of four heart tricks, 
which was all he needed to 
bring home nine tricks. 

Of course, there is the natural 
reluctance to expend the king 
and ace of a suit on one trick, 
and to that extent the play is dif- 
ficult, but the apparent extrava- 
gance is clearly indicated in this 
case to be a prudent expenditure.

View of the Land, 
Belgrade to Paris 


PARIS, Sept. 13. 
THE OLD ORIENT EXPRESS, from which Alfred Hitch- 
cock’s lady vanished, scene of a score of movies and plays, 
is finished, dead, killed by the Iron Curtain, but the Orient- 
Simplion Expréss still runs from Paris to Istanbul and back, 
crossing a half-dozen bor- 
ders on the way. 

If you catch it from Bel- 
grade en route to Paris as 
| did, you must get up 
very early because it 
leaves Belgrade exactly on 
time at 4:59 a.m. Even at 
that hour, the Belgrade 
Station swarms with hu- 
manity, old women in rags, 
young men in faded blue 
denim, clusters of family 
— mother, father, aunts, 
grandmothers, kids. 

I go to bed and when | 
awake at 8, the train is 
belting through the Yugo- 
slav countryside in blind- 
ing sunshine. Women in 
long skirts in the fields, 
standing motionless. Beau- 
tifully-shaped haystacks. 
A man herding geese. 
Crenelated towers for grain. The corn looks withered and dry, 
symptomatic of a bad crop failure.

The Yugoslav villages are made up of whitewashed 
cottages with brown slate roofs. Each has its own yard 
fenced in unpainted wood. No grass but vines and trees. 
Picturesque from a train window but I’d hate to live 
in one. The roads are white and dusty and we pass a 
cart full of yellow pumpkins. On the other side of 
Zagreb, the Sava, @ tributary of the Danube, runs 
swift and brown. The flat fields are replaced by wooded 


hills. The corn grows close to the tracks squeezed by 
the hills. 


The train passes a platoon of Yugoslav cavalry on prancing 
horses, conceivably the last cavalry on earth, pulling a tiny 
cannon. The Yugoslav army is in great demand by the movie 
crowd for its picturesque, anachronistic ways. 

For an express, the Orient-Simplon stops at many little 
towns and the smaller they are the better I like their stations. 
Flowers in baskets, hanging from the slate roof. Stone pots 
of flowers around flagstone steps. Sometimes a little grove of 
trees with chairs and tables for the loafers to sit and stare, 
making the most of arrivals and departures. 

The farewells are emotional, Twenty-five thousand young 
men and women flee Yugoslavia, either legally or illegally, 
every year to more hopeful lands like Australia or Canada. 
You look down at them from the train windows like in a 
Hitchcock movie. Kisses and embraces and tears between the 
fierce-eyed young men and the young girls in print dresses 
with plaits down their backs, leaving the old folk to tend the 
geese. The old folks wave and wave until you can't see them 
any more. 

In the late afternoon, the clouds come, blotting out the sun. 
It's cooler, and with any luck it'll rain. The ground is baked, 
with croppings of sunbaked rock showing through like bones. 
The Yugoslav border guards come in, unsmiling, threadbare, 
to ask for my passport. | try a smile. They don’t smile back. 
They've seen all those movies, too, I guess, and the guards 
in the Communist countries never smile. Or maybe there's 
nothing to smile about. 

At Poggioreale Campagna, we're in Italy. The Italian 
border guards come on in their whfte uniforms and white caps. 
Much cleaner. Much newer. Much politer. I’m a traveler, not 
an enemy of the people. Almost immediately the countryside 
is Italianate, the roofs orange slate, the white plaster houses. 
Poplars in rows. The train is climbing into the hills now. White 
stone fences divide the fields, line the roads, giving the land 
a three-dimensional rectangularity. Speeding new cars on the 
roads, macadam now in place of white dirt, and I recall! that 
from Belgrade to the border I've seen only one car, a truck 
in the field. Otherwise bicycles and carts. 

Soon the Adriatic stretches out blue gray to the right of 
the train. A speed boat makes white waves far below. Villas 
with orange roofs cling to the hills overlooking the water. A 
white tower on a headland siands over a tiny harbor with 
stone breakwater. , 


We enter Trieste—first the old port with its quaint, 
pastel-shade houses, then into the new station, very 
modern, smelling of new cement. No flowers in pots. 
No loafers under the trees. No benches, no comfort, no 
nonsense. We’re back in the Twentieth century. People 
in ties and suits. Exquisitely dressed Italian women. 
Girls in skin tight white slacks. (What's slack about 
them?) 


Past Trieste the countryside is domesticated, manicured, 
well-tended, rich, much different from the untamed (and not 
at all unattractive) wildness of Yugoslavia. It’s getting dark 
Outside and there’s rain on the window in the twilight. 

Night falls and we're in Venice—the lights shining on the 
water. Dinner in the Italian dining car. Pasta and veal, very 
hot, very good, and | go to bed. 

During the night the train passes through Switzerland, 
robbing us of some spectacular views. | awake in France. 

The houses are gray with red roois and round towers, 
clustered together cheek by jow! in the villages. The meadows 
are green, the roads lined with evenly spaced trees. Even the 
cows look French, We pass a fierce figure with a black cloak 
falling to his heels, arms akimbo, guarding two cows like 
D’Artagnan guarding the Queen of France. Presently the Lyon 
river, lined with poplars of uniform height, which broadens 
into the Seine. 

Then at 9:25 a.m., exactly on time, we are in Paris, 
wearing her fall colors already, the leaves in the Tuileries 
laced with yellows and reds, and looking, as always, serenely 
beautiful, even in the rain.

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months’ savings at 4 per cent 
interest, and each year you will 
receive the equivalent of a full 
week's salary. 

Home economists say that the 
six-month figure is an average 
one. Some families will have 
more savings; others will have 
less. Newly-married couples may 
have heavy expenses in furnish- 
ing a home and may be unable 
to save much. But some authori- 
ties recommend ‘that you place 
at least 5 per cent of your earn- 
ings into a savings account, re- 
gardiess of your other expenses, 
until you have six months’ in- 
come in your nest egg. 


Savings accounts should ful- 
fill four requirements: 


Your money should be safe. 
You should be certain that ‘you 
will get back every dollar you 
place into an account. You have 
this assurance when you deposit 
your money in any of the regu- 
lated savings institutions in the 
country where federal or. state 
authorities have set up safe- 
guards and federal or state in- 
surance covering accounts up to 
$10,000 per depositor is in effect. 


Your money should earn satis- 
factory dividends or interest. 
One institution may pay twice 
the interest on your money as 
will another. Over the years, 
this factor can make a tremen- 
dous differénce. 


Why this difference in rates? 
It is primarily due to how the 
Savings institution uses your 
deposits. An institution which 
lends at high interest rates can 
afford to pay more. Another 
institution, limited in the kind 
of loans it can make, may be 
unable to invest so profitably. 
Thus it cannot pay such attrac- 
tive interest rates. 


The savings institution should 
be convenient to your home or 
place of business. Many experts 
argue that you will be encour- 
aged to save regularly if you 
have an accessible place in 
which to deposit funds. However, 
most institutions now make it 
easy to make deposits and with- 
drawals by mail. This method 
is sometimes the most conveni- 
ent of all since you can conduct 
your business at any hour and 
during any day of the week. 

There are four major types of 
savings institutions. Below are 
the facts about each.

How You Can Save in a Hurry 


HERE ARE three tested ways to accumulate extra money: 


CONCENTRATE ON ONE COIN ONLY. Every time you 
receive a certain coin (penny, nickel, dime, quarter) in change, 
put it aside. Do not use it until you have the sum you want. 


CONCENTRATE ON ONE SACRIFICE ONLY. For example, 
wash and iron your laundry instead of having it done at a 
commercial laundry, and put the savings aside. Or try giving 
up desserts until you reach your goal. 

GO ALL-OUT FOR A SHORT TIME. A young couple in 
northern Illinois decided to visit Chicago for a weekend to see 
sights they had heard about all their lives. Such a trip would 
cost more than they could normally afford. Since they were also 
putting money aside to buy a home, they did not wish to with- 


draw any savings to pay for it. 


They decided upon an all-out effort to cut everyday expenses. 
The husband walked a mile and a quarter to work instead of 
taking the bus; he eliminated his morning coffee break and 
carried his lunch instead of buying it downtown. His wife gave 
herself home permanents and prepared stews and casseroles 
instead of chops and steaks. In one month they saved $138— 
more than enough for a rousing weekend which made their

Once you establish a routine you can continue it as long as you 
care to—perhaps indefinitely. Gradually you will lose the feeling 
that you are depriving yourself.

Credit Unions. There are non- 
profit organizations of people who 
save their money together and 
make low-coast loans to each 
other, for good purposes. Only 
persons with a common 
(such as employment in the 
same factory, membership in the 
same church) can form a credit 
union, or belong to it. 

Here are five ways to be-a 
successful saver: 

Open an account as soon &s 
possible. Many people seem un 
able to take this first important 
step, but without it their good 
intentions are futile. You need 
not begin with a large sum. 
Often only $1 will open an ac- 
count. Savings institutions know 
that savers find it easier to make 
other deposits once an account 
exists. 

Establish reguiar saving habits, 


This is the key to successful sav. 


ing. Try to make your savings 
automatic. Then regular amounts 
will go into your account regu- 
larly, and you won't have to 
make a decision about it every 
time. 

Take advantage of deposit and 
withdrawal dates, Many institu- 
tions will credit you from the 
first of the month if you make a 
deposit before the tenth, or even 
later. Take advantage of these 
days of grace if you ca 

Be sure that all your savugs 
are insured by a federal or state 
agency, unless yon know the 
management and are confident 
your money is safe, Accounts in 
most savings associations and 
banks are insured fot $10,000. If 
you have more than that sum in 
your account, it will not be in- 
sured. 

Take advantage of special op- 
portunities to increase your earn- 
ing power. Many institutions give 
“bonus dividends” of perhaps 
half of one per cent on savings 
remaining in an account a year 
or longer. Over a period of time, 
these “bonus dividends”’ can add 
greatly to your capital,

Arthritis and Aspirin 


DEAR DR. MOLNER: What is the best treatment for 
arthritis? Will diet help? I am taking 12 aspiring per day, 
three at a time. When I first went to the doctor I could hardly 
walk. Now I am much better. MRS. M. H. 


The best treatment for arthritis is the one that does 
YOU the most good. However, it may not be the best 
for somebody else. The fact that you have improved 
is evidence that you have a treatment that suits you. 

There are all degrees of rheumatoid arthritis, from 
mild to severe. Some cases develop gradually, and 
are readily arrested and begin to improve, Other 
cases (especially among younger people) develop sud- 
denly, progress at a furious rate, and not only cause 
a great deal of pain, but also deform joints badly. 


A sudden, fulminating case doesn’t respond to the treat- 


ment that would be best for an ordinary one. A violent case | 


might require cortisone, bed rest, splints, physiotherapy. 

But an ordinary, garden-variety case can do much better 
with aspirin and moderate activity—but NOT bed rest. There's 
quite an argument, scientifically, as to whether aspirin isn’t 
the superior of all other drugs for such cases. Personally I 
doubt that we yet know enough to give a positive answer to 
such a broad question, but we certainly do know that aspirin, 
for all it’s being an old, common and inexpensive drug, still 
fanks as an excellent one. If there are individual cases that 
respond to cortisone or related steroids, or other drugs, 
go be it. Aspirin still holds up its head in any company. 


What to do, or not to do, for arthritis: First, keep 
to a balanced diet, No “trick diet” has shown itself 
to be helpful. If a patient is overweight, or is gaining 
weight, this puts added strain on the joints, so control 
or reduction is important. But special foods aren’t 
required. 

Required activity is necessary. Using an arthritic 
joint keeps it operative. Not using it allows stiffness 
to develop. In most cases a rule of thumb is use a 
joint up to the point of pain. A twinge, or some stiff-

TODAY I SHALL take up this 
question from a fourth grade 
class: 

“Who made the first paper?” 

The Egyptians are given credit 
for making the first paper. It 
was prepared from papyrus 
(puh-PY-rus) reeds. 

Other kinds of paper came 
into use many hundreds of years 
later. The later types were made 
from flax or cotton fibers, also 
from rags, straw, bark and wood. 

Papyrus paper was invented 
several thousand years ago. 
There is doubt as to the exact 
methods used to make this paper,

Sheets of papyrus were made 
from the stems of the plants, 
which grew at the edges of the 
Nile river. 

The stems were split into thin 
strips, and the strips were laid 
side by side. Then other strips, 
much shorter, were laid cross 
wise. 

It was usual to have two or 
three layers before the material 
was moistened, and pounded 
with blunt hammers. 

It was usual for the Egyptians 
to make their paper from six to 
eight inches wide. There were 
times, however, when they pro- 
duced paper as much as 10 to 
12 inches wide, or as narrow as 
four or five inches. 

Often the sheets were pasted 
together and were used to make 
rolls or scrolls. A typical rolled 
sheet was about eight inches 
wide and from 10 to 20 feet long,
